Town Manager’s Report 


I shall begin my annual report with a case of deja vu (or ‘‘I should have 
known better’’) extracted from the 1983 Town Manager’s Report. ‘‘As for 
Sears Island, we should see ground breaking on the causeway/access road this 
spring. If all goes according to plan the cargo port will begin to loom on 
Searsport’s eastern horizon this fall. Exactly how much physical development 
will occur in this Waldo County area, is open to speculation. Growth could be 
slow, moderate or well-spaced, or it could be sudden, dramatic and 
haphazard. In any case, the town ought to be prepared, particularly if the 
latter should threaten. In the short term, we can expect a temporary influx of 
people looking for employment or just looking. Activity on the island will 
place increased burdens upon some municipal services, and at least a mini 
business boom in area communities. The long term impacts will be more subtle 
and permanent.”’ 

With the invaluable assistance of the town’s staff, notably, Susan 
Lessard, Judy Stauffer, Howard Ruben, Dean Hustus, the Public Safety 
Department heads, and the Board of Selectmen, we undertook a number of 
municipal projects, including, but not limited to, the following: 

1. Standardized Budgeting/Accounting Procedures 
. Enacted Parking Ordinance 
. A Tax Acquired Property Ordinance (awaiting Town Meeting action) 

. Street Signs 
. Road/Street Inventory 
. House Numbering System 

7. Revised General Assistance Rules and Regulations and standardized 
General Assistance records and files. 

Programs and problems to be addressed and/or completed include: 

1. Finding and recommendations of ‘‘A Municipal Response Plan for the 
Industrial Development of Sears Island’’ 1983 

2. Municipal equipment inventory 

3. Long term highway and street paving program 

4. Selectmen’s Policy and Procedures Manual 

5. Work with Planning Board 

a. Review and revise existing ordinances 
b. Zoning Ordinance 
c. Building Code/Ordinance

6. Municipal Job Description and Salary Benefits Program 

Ad infinitum... 

The town’s landfill deserves special consideration. Problems obtaining 
DEP approved cover material delayed the attempt to complete Phase One of 
the excavation and close out of the old dump site scheduled for last fall. This 
year, we must address the whole project (composed of Phases One and Two). 
Based upon 1983 bids for Phase One, we are projecting costs of $60,000 - 
$70,000 to complete the program for 1984. 

As for the active landfill site, we plan to start pyramiding the dumping 
area this year. This process of building cell walls on top of the existing 
dumparea, will reduce the amount of land used, which, in turn, will reduce the 
ground area to ultimately be covered and closed out when the landfill can no 
longer be used. DEP is continuing to test the ground water in the landfill. 
Earlier tests were inconclusive. 

In response to public opinion, we’ve returned to the 6’’ x 9’’ Town Report 
format. We’ll continue to publish the Town Meeting Warrant in the same 
manner as 1983, albeit with larger print and less confusion. 

Once again, I wish to acknowledge and thank the municipal staff and the 
Board of Selectmen for their continuing dedication and support. I would also 
thank the kind people of Searsport for making Gayle and I still feel welcome in 
the community.

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Assessor’s Report 


The State of Maine’s Bureau of Taxation, Property Tax Division grades 
each municipality’s Board of Assessors and Single Assessor according to a 
prescribed formula. The formula basically determines two factors that grade 
the performance of an Assessing Department. 

One is the average sales ratio: the ratio of the selling price of real estate to 
its assessed value. The minimum percentage set by the State is 70%. However, 
it would behoove any department approaching that figure to seriously consider 
a revaluation. 

The second and perhaps most important factor is the coefficient of 
dispersion, a rating of assessment quality. The rating, expressed numerically, 
must fall within the 1 to 20 range to be acceptable and signifies the degree of 
equity of the assessment. The lower the number, the better the rating, with 
anything in excess of 20 being unacceptable. Searsport’s sales ratio is 80 and 
has a rating of assessment quality of 11. 

Although a sales ratio of 80 is acceptable and a quality rating of 11 is 
considered better than average, property sales in 1983 point to a gradual 
erosion of our position and indicates the need for improvement. 

Therefore, my plans are to perform a physical examination of all 
properties and a sales analysis of all recent sales, with the intention of having 
the assessment more accurately reflect true market value and a rating of 
assessment quality of less than the present 11.

Comments 


The audited financial statements of the Town and our certification and 
opinion are presented to the preceding section. The financial information 
presented herein and in the following comments are derived from the 
accounting records tested by us as part of the auditing procedures followed in 
our examination of the preceding financial statements. | 


General Fund 

Cash balances at December 31, 1983 and changes during the year are in 
accordance with the Treasurer’s report. Taxes Receivable and Tax Liens 
outstanding were supported by appropriate detail. Direct mail confirmation 
requests revealed no exceptions to Town records. Uncollected 1983 taxes 
amounted to 8.8% of the commitment compared with 8.4% reported at the 
close of 1982. 

Fund Equity, which represented the excess of General Fund assets over 
liabilities increased by $68,427 during 1983, before the transfer described in 
Note 2. Changes for the year are summarized in Exhibit C. The increases were 
in the unexpended balances closed out $25,308 and unappropriated receipts, 
$34,847, and net overlay of $38,452. Reductions were for appropriations of 
$30,180. 
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Federal Revenue Sharing Fund 

Entitlement funds received for 1983 totaled $63,129. Interest of $2,700.18 
was realized on temporary investment of these funds and $66,142.55 was 
appropriated, leaving $7,749.04 unappropriated at December 31, 1983. 


Valuation, Assessment and Appropriation 

Valuation of $43,102,640 was assessed at $24.00 per $1,000 to produce a 
commitment of $1,034,459. The 1982 valuation of $42,635,200 produced 
$1,044,565 on a tax rate of $24.50. Comparison of 1982 and 1983 
appropriation follows:

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Town Clerk’s Report 1984 


April 1984 marks the anniversary of my first year as Town Clerk/Book- 
keeper for the Town of Searsport. Ruby Wood and Jannette Stones’ 50+ 
combined years of service and dedication as Clerk and Bookkeeper have been 
a tough act to follow, but with the able assistance of my Deputy Clerk, Judith 
Stauffer, the guidance and direction of the manager, assessor, and Selectmen, 
and the patience and support of you, the townspeople, it has been a successful 
transition. 

1983 was a busy year for the Clerk’s office. The upswing in interest in 
genealogical research resulted in requests and visits from people from all over 
the country for assistance in tracing their ancestors to Searsport. The 
following vital statistics were recorded in 1983: 

37 Marriages 

23 Births 

16 Deaths 

705 Hunting/Fishing Licenses 

337 Dog Licenses 

As well as the above items, this office issued 1,402 car re-registrations, 
collected $1,664 in Clerk’s fees, and compiled an updated voting list which 
indicates that there are currently 1,350 registered voters in the Community. 
ON the lighter side, we received national press coverage for our ‘wild cat’ 
situation.

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Police Department 


The Searsport Police Department dealt with few major crimes in 1983, 
but had a busy year providing general police protection for the Town of 
Searsport. We should not become complacent with this statistic. The incidence 
of violent crime in Maine is increasing. Officer Stimpson from our own 
department was involved in a serious shooting incident during the past year. 
He is to be commended for his quick and cool reactions in the face of such a 
violent confrontation. 

In the Town Report of 1979, Chief Craig Hall stated that the Police 
Department provided 24 hour coverage. As in 1979, we still provide that 
coverage, but it is becoming a difficult and strenuous process. Each of our 
current officers, and myself work an average of 56 hours per week, with on 
duty and on call time, but are paid for only 40 hours. 

After serious discussions with the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Manager concerning this problem, it was unanimously concluded that the 
Town of Searsport, due to current circumstances and projected growth in the 
near future, should add a fourth man to the Police Department. Paying the 
current staff overtime was discussed, but is not feasible, as it would not 
alleviate the time pressures that now exist. Hiring another officer would 
provide a man for foot patrol and traffic work in the downtown area, provide 
sick leave and vacation coverage, eliminate the need for a special summer 
traffic officer, and allow more duty time and less on call standby. 

Our 1981 Chevrolet is now two years old, having been purchased in 
October of 1981. It has performed well for an ‘off the lot’ vehicle, but we are 
anticipating the purchase of a new ‘police package’ cruiser during 1984. 

As mention in last year’s report, we are continuing to upgrade the 
equipment situation in the Police Department. We have added a new cruiser 
light bar, two ‘last chance’ vests, and lifetime rechargeable flashlights during 
1983. In 1984 we plan to replace our outdated radar unit with a more modern 
efficient one. 

24 hour coverage is important to the citizens of Searsport. Studies have 
shown that the best form of criminal prevention and detection is constant 
patroling. We have done our best in attempting to meet the needs of the people 
of Searsport during 1983, and look forward to a better, safer year in 1984. 

The police department wishes to thank the citizens of Searsport, the 
Board of Selectmen, and the Town Manager for their support and 
cooperation.

The Ambulance Service treated 136 patients and travelled 3,545 miles. 

We were pleased and proud to be awarded the Outstanding Ambulance 
Service of the Year award. 

It was an intensive training year. Six members became EMTs, six attended 
recertification courses, seven became Advanced EMTs, sixteen attended 
training seminars and the whole crewrecertified in CPR. We now have eighteen 
members who are licensed as:

Many blood pressure clinics were held throughout the year. In addition to 
the annual blood pressure clinic on the 4th of July, a video tape was also 
shown showing some injuries and treatment before and after the ambulance 
arrived. 

Our goal to have every home contain a (free) Vial of Life has not yet been 
reached. If you would like a vial, be sure to contact any member of the Service. 

The service has a file card and map system on board the ambulance. Each 
resident’s name and directions to their home, and (if you care to share with us) 
any medical needs of your family. All information is strictly confidential and 
we urge all residents to help us keep this system up-to-date. 

The rescue sled has been outfitted with medical equipment and the 
Snowmobile Association has been working with us on off-road rescue. 
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Plans are in progress to have a First Responder Service in North 
Searsport. Citizens in North Searsport have completed a State Attendant’s 
course and would be members of the Ambulance Service responding to 
ambulance calls and provide immediate care before the ambulance arrived. 

A special thanks to the Bay View Boarding Home for providing a free 
dispatching service to the town on nights, weekends and holidays. 

I would like to personally thank the Ambulance personnel for their 
dedication to the service and to the citizens of Searsport for their support.

Fortunately, only one structure fire occurred, and I feel compelled to mention 
that the owners gave all the credit for their safety to the early warning of the 
invaluable smoke detector. This fire happened at approximately 3 a.m., the 
middle of the night (a very critical time)... THINK ABOUT IT. 

The past year has seen more improvements on the station, such as five 
new insulated doors and new roofing on the ambulance bay. Extensive rot and 
several minor problems were addressed and resolved. 

This year I am requesting that the west side of the main building be redone 
and also that we remove the old brick siding and replace it with the type 
currently covering over half of the station. This should help save heat (which 
in turn saves tax dollars) and improve the general appearance. 

Some of the members have been to training schools during the past 
summer and taken extensive training in various types of breathing equipment; 
including scott air pac, ventilation, and training in different arts of combatting 
a fire, all of which are necessary in today’s fire fighting trade. 

Our thanks to the Town Manager, Board of Selectment, Police 
Department, Boarding Home, Town Office, and Ambulance Service for their 
cooperation with the Fire Department in serving all the citizens of the Town of 
Searsport.

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Recreation Director’s Report 


With changes in the work ethic, the dwindling economy, and an increase 
in available leasure time, the need for a recreation department has increased. 
Recreation can no longer be considered a frill. It can be an added asset to a 
community by increasing community involvement, concern, and pride. 
Everyone deserves the chance to participate in quality recreational activities. 
For many people, a locally funded department is the only way they can 
participate in recreational activities. It is the goal of the Searsport Recreation 
Department to provide everyone in the community with this chance. 

This past year the Recreation Department offered 38 programs that 
continued on a regular basis and 40 special events, programs offered at one 
particular time. There were 12 new programs, such as Gymnastics and an 
Adult Co-Ed Volleyball League offered. Attendance for regular programs was 
1,082 (675 youth, 407 adults) which was an increase of 225 (26%) from 1982. 
Special events attendance was 1,398 (1,101 youth, 195 adults, 103 both) for an 
increase of 116 (9%). Total attendance was 2,480 compared to 2,139 in 1982. 
This represents an increase of 341 (16%). What these figures represent is that 
the Recreation Department is an often used department and that its use is on 
the increase. 

I would like to express my sincerest thanks to the people of Searsport. I 
have been in this community for slightly more than one year. It has been a 
rewarding, educational, and very enjoyable experience. With a recreation 
department the size of Searsport’s, it would not be possible to offer as many 
successful programs without the cooperation of the community. Without the 
townspeople, the school system, service organizations, churches, and 
businesses offering their services this past year, the Recreation Department 
could not have run as smoothly as it did. There is still room for expansion and 
improvement within the department’s programs, but with the positive 
attitudes I have encountered towards the Recreation Department, I am sure 
things will continue in the right direction. Once again, thank you all.

Report of the Year 1983 

A record circulation of books and magazines and patron visits occurred 
during the year 1983; 5238 persons visited the Library and 10,243 books and 
magazines circulated. This was stimulated in part by the visits of many of the 
elementary grade classes and their teachers and also by the Summer Reading 
Club which was held during June and July. The Summer Reading Club 
finished its program with a party on August 9th. Refreshments were served 
and Miss Coffin, the children’s librarian at the Belfast Library and other 
volunteers graciously gave their time to entertain with some wonderful stories. 

To celebrate LIBRARY WEEK in April, Roy Barrette gave a lecture 
about his farm in Brooklin and his years of writing for publication. On another 
occasion that week, Miss Esther Wood entertained her audience with some of 
her experiences as a teacher and writer. 

On Sunday, August 14th, Judy Kaiser was hostess for a celebration in 
honor of Lincoln Colcord’s 100th birthday. Mr. Colcord who died in 1949 was 
Searsport’s first well-known author and figured prominently in the 
development of the Carver Memorial Library. Donald Mortland, professor at 
Unity College and author of a fine article about Lincoln Colcord, acted as 
Master of Ceremonies and introduced speakers: Parker Albee, Jr., Fred 
Perkins, Brooks Colcord and Sterling Hayden. Tapes and letters from old 
friends and local people were played and read. About 150 people attended 
including many old friends of the Colcords. 

The Annual Library Fair was held on August 24th, successfully run by 
Mrs. Charles Blanchard and Mrs. Russell Alden and their committee. 

Professional meetings were attended by Judy Kaiser on Feb. 15th in 
Rockport for a regional meeting on Magazines for Library Use, and on May 
23rd at Husson College for a Council meeting. On May 24th Judy Kaiser, 
Mary Pendleton and Lucy Nichols attended the Maine Library Association 
annual meeting at the University of Maine. 

In June Kevin Knuuti left to attend the Academy at West Point and 
George Varney took over as Library custodian. Norma Seekins worked from 
June to September on a Work Study Program and staffed the Library for 
Monday openings. Douglas Crosby and Norma continue to work as stand-by 
substitutes. 

Sincere thanks are extended to Preston Seekins and his class from the 
Vocational School for making a book-drop box and to Stanley Schofield for 
making a lectern. Both items were greatly needed. Sincere thanks are also 
extended to Roger Rudder and Norman Otis for their fine work in solving the 
problem on the front door. 
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Projects to be accomplished this coming year will be painting the trim on 
the Library, repairing any roof problems and replacing the back door.

This has been an active year for the Mosman Park Associates. A highlight 
was the special town meeting of August 30, 1983, at which time a new lease 
and performance agreement with the town was passed. This lease supersedes 
and replaces any and all like or comparable agreements. 

Work was done this year to improve the safety and appearance of the 
park playground equipment. The slippery slide was straightened and fill added 
at the base. Sections of chain were replaced on several swings. The wooden 
base of the merry-go-round was refurbished. The wooden climbing structure 
and tires which were considered beyond repair were removed. 

On July 4th, the Mosman Park Association sponsored a successful lobster 
raffle. This summer we plan to again sponsor such a raffle in cooperation with 
the Searsport Methodist Church Field Day activities. 

Two additions of interest were made to the park this year. One was the 
Pam Kidner George Memorial Garden designed by Sorrentino Landscaping to 
complement the Edith Malmfeld Memorial Garden completed in 1982. The 
other was the new Mosman Memorial Park sign made by Louis Boynton of 
Searsport. 

Other projects for the coming year will include work on the bulkhead at 
the end of Water Street, repair or replacement of the park flagpole and 
additional playground equipment repairs, including new swing seats and work 
on the seesaw. 

The Mosman Park Association extends a special thank you to all trustees 
and officers for their time and attendance at all the special meetings that were 
necessary and to those citizens who have willingly supported the efforts of the 
Association this year.

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Civil Emergency Preparedness 


Activities this year included numerous planning seminars covering the 
gamut of possible emergencies that could affect us in Maine. 

The radiological monitors that were recruited last year have been trained 
and have instruments with which to measure radiation. One set of instruments 
is part of the town ambulance equipment and one set is still being used by 
Allen Roberts doing the background radiation monitoring for Searsport. 

Our town warning system has been improved through the use of a coded 
alert receiver which is activated in an emergency by the radio at the Sheriff’s 
Department located at the Waldo County CEP. 

Page Worth resigned her position as CEP Director as of July 1 and I 
assumed the responsibility in August. Since that time, I have attended several 
meetings concerning the new Integrated Emergency System which consists of 
three phases. The first phase is a hazard analysis which is an overview of 23 
hazards that could occur in our town. The second phase is a capability 
assessment which is a detailed view of our capabilities to respond to and 
mitigate the effects of the recognized hazards to the people and property of 
Searsport. The third phase is the development of a multi-year plan which, after 
the approval of the Selectmen, will provide the 5 year plan outlining what our 
town is willing to attempt in increasing our capabilities to meet the various 
recognized hazards. All three phases must be completed by May, 1984. 

It has come to my attention that many of the Searsport residents are still 
unaware or have forgotten the Emergency Warning Signal. If you hear a 
wavering tone or short blasts for 3 to 5 minutes, it means an actual attack is 
about to be made on our country. If you hear a steady blast for 3 to 5 minutes, 
it means there is a peacetime emergency and you should tune in WBME for 
further instructions. If you have not already done so, please take the Family 
Emergency Preparedness Information sheet from last year’s town report and 
post it where you can easily refer to it.

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Penobscot Marine Museum 


The Penobscot Marine Museum dedicated its new $300,000 Stephen 
Phillips Memorial Library on July 30, 1983, the 47-year-old museum’s seventh 
building in its Church Street village complex. The 4,000 square foot library 
was named for a long-term museum friend and library benefactor whose 
widow donated a major portion of the funds for its construction. 


With a 35,000 volume capacity, the new building provides substantial room 
for growth of the museum’s current 5,000 volume collection of books, ship 
logs and maritime registries. Also, it now serves as the repository for Searsport 
town tax records from 1845 through the 1970’s. 

Of special interest to Searsport residents is the impressive 12-armed 
chandelier in the entrance lobby, an ornate lighting fixture which once hung in 
Union Hall and was saved from the town dump by Geneva Staples. It is on 
permanent loan to the museum from the Searsport Historical Society. 

Registrar-Librarian Charles Howard oversees the new building. Although

An Ordinance for the Maintenance, Administration, and Disposition of 
Tax-Acquired Property for the Town of Searsport, Maine. 


ARTICLE 1. General 
1.1 Short Title 


This Ordinance, prepared in accordance with the provisions of Title 30 
MRSA § 1917, 2151; 2153, as amended, shall be known as and may be cited as 
the ‘‘Ordinance for the Maintenance, Administration, and Disposition of Tax- 
Acquired Property for the Town of Searsport, Maine’’ and shall be referred to 
herein as the ‘‘Ordinance’’. 


1.2. Purpose 


The purpose of the Ordinance is to establish and dictate a procedure 
whereby real estate property, acquired in accordance with Title 36 MRSA § 
942 and 943, as amended, shall be managed, administered and disposed of by 
the Town of Searsport. 


1.3 Definitions 


For the purposes of this Ordinance, the following definitions shall be 
observed in the construction of this Ordinance. 


1.3.1 ‘‘Foreclosed Tax Lien’’ shall mean a tax lien mortgage that has 
automatically foreclosed pursuant to Title 36 MRSA § 942 and 943. 


1.3.2 ‘‘Just Value for the Current Year Taxes Not Assessed’’ shall mean the 
amount of taxes that would have been assessed to the property had it not been 
owned by the municipality on April 1 of the year in which it is sold by the 
municipality. NOTE: The purpose of this definition is to recover for the 
municipality those taxes which would have been assessed to the property had it 
been privately owned on April | in the year in which it is sold. These taxes 
would be lost under current law if the municipality sells the tax-acquired 
property after April. 


1.3.3. ‘*Mail’’ shall mean regular, first class mail posted at any U.S. Post 
Office, postage prepaid. 


1.3.4 ‘‘Municipality’’ shall mean the Town of Searsport, Maine. 
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1.3.5 ‘‘Municipal Officers’’ shall mean the Selectmen of the Town of 
Searsport, Maine. 


1.3.6 ‘‘Quit Claim Deed’’ shall mean a signed, legal instrument releasing the 
municipality’s right, title or interest in real estate property, acquired by virtue 
of foreclosed tax liens, to a person or persons, entity or entities without 
providing a guarantee or warranty of title to same. 


1.3.7. ‘*Tax-Acquired Property’’ shall mean real estate as defined by Title 36 
MRSA § 551 that has been acquired by the municipality by virtue of a 
foreclosed tax lien, as cited in 1.3.1. 


1.3.8 ‘‘Tax Lien’’ shall mean the statutory lien created by Title 36 MRSA § 
552: 


ARTICLE 2. Management and Administration 
2.1 Management 


Following statutory foreclosure of a tax lien mortgage, title to the real 
estate property automatically passes to the municipality. The management of 
this property rests exclusively with the municipal officers, subject to the 
provisions of state statutes and local municipal ordinances and regulations. 


2.1.1 The municipal officers shall obtain fire loss insurance for tax-acquired 
property in a dollar value not less than all outstanding taxes, liens, costs and 
other attendant expenses. 


2.1.2 The municipal officers shall determine when and if any occupants of 
tax-required property shall vacate same. 


2.1.3 The municipal officers shall determine whether a tax-acquired property 
is to be retained for municipal use or disposed of in accordance with the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 


2.1.4 Should the municipal officers determine that tax-acquired property 
shall be retained for use by the municipality, the municipal officers shall 
pursue an action for equitable relief in accordance with the provisions of Title 
36 MRSA § 946, as amended, as a means of securing a clear title to the 
property. 
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2.1.5 The municipal officers may charge a monthly rental fee to any and all 
occupants of tax-acquired property. Should a rental fee be charged, the 
municipal officers shall obtain a general liability insurance coverage for the 
rented tax-acquired property. 


2.1.6 The municipal officers shall, in the event that the property be vacated 
for 60 consecutive days, obtain a general liability insurance coverage for the 
tax-acquired property. 


ARTICLE 3. Disposition of Tax-Acquired Property 
3.1 Disposal 


Should the municipal officers determine that title to tax-acquired 
property be relinquished rather than retained by the municipality, the 
following shall be observed. 


3.1.1 The municipal officers shall solicit public bids for the sale of the tax- 
acquired property and shall receive, open and read aloud submitted bids on the 
first day of June following foreclosure of the tax lien, unless that day is a 
Saturday, Sunday or holiday, in which case the bids shall be received, opened 
and read aloud on the next succeeding day which is not a Saturday, Sunday or 
holiday. 


3.1.2 The municipal officers shall send notice of impending sale, via mail 
only, to the person or persons, entity or entities to whom the property was 
most recently assessed for municipal taxes. Such notification shall be made at 
least 45 days prior to the scheduled sale. The aforementioned person or 
persons, entity or entities may redeem the property, within 30 days following 
notification, with the full payment of all outstanding taxes, including a just 
value for the current year tax not assessed, tax liens, interest and all costs 
including, but not limited to notice and insurance costs. The notice provided 
by this paragraph is a matter of courtesy only and the failure of the 
municipality or the municipal officers to send this notice shall not create any 
legal rights in any person or entity. The failure of the municipal officers or the 
municipality to send this notice, or the fact that the notice has not been 
received or understood by the person or entity to whom it was sent, shall not 
invalidate the sale or use of the tax-acquired property pursuant to this 
Ordinance, nor shall such failure provide a legal basis for any legal action 
against the municipality or municipal officers. 
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3.1.3. The municipal officers shall cause a public notice of the impending 
public sale of tax-acquired property to be posted within the Town Office, and 
to be advertised for two successive in the Belfast Republican Journal and three 
successive days in the Bangor Daily News, the last notice to be published at 
least seven days prior to the advertised sale date. 


3.1.4 The municipal officers shall require the following for proper 
submission. 


1. A bid sheet containing a full description of the property being bid 
upon, and the bid price in U.S. currency. 


2. A certified cashier’s check or postal money order, in an amount not 
less than 10% of the bid price, shall be included as a deposit on the 
bid. Failure to submit a deposit shall cause the bid to be automatically 
rejected. 


3.1.5 The municipal officers shall require that those bid items cited in 3.1.4, 
subsections 1 and 2, be sealed in a single plain envelope marked only ‘‘Tax- 
Acquired Property Bid’’ on the exterior and either be hand delivered to the 
municipality or, if mailed, to be enclosed within a second envelope addressed 
to the Board of Selectmen, Town of Searsport, P.O. Box 411, Searsport, Maine 
04974. All bids must be received by the municipality no later than 10:00 a.m. 
D.S.T. on the date that bids shall be opened an read. 


3.1.6 The municipal officers shall not accept any bid for a dollar amount less 
than the total outstanding taxes, including a just value for current year taxes not 
assessed, tax liens, interest and all costs, including, but not limited to, public 
notice fees and insurance costs. Acceptance of a lesser amount must be 
proposed to and approved by the voters at a town meeting. 

3.1.7 The municipal officers shall retain the right to accept or reject any 
and all bids submitted, and shall cause the same disclaimer to be noted in any 
public notice soliciting bids in accordance with this Ordinance. Should the 
municipal officers reject all bids, or in the absence of any bids the property 
may be offered again for public sale without notice to that person or persons, 
entity or entities cited in 3.1.2. 


3.1.8 The municipal officers shall notify, via mail, any successful bidder. 
3.1.9 The municipal officers shall, as a credit to payment, retain the 


submitted bid price deposit of any successful bidder, and shall return all other 
submitted deposits.

3.1.10 The municipal officers shall require payment in full, from any 
successful bidder within 30 calendar days following the date when bids are 
opened and read (see 3.1.11 for exception). Should the bidder fail to pay the 
full balance, the municipality shall retain the bid price deposit and title to the 
proffered property. 

3.1.11 The municipal officers may, subject to a show of good faith on the part 
of the bidder, extend the time limit a one-time-only additional 20 days in which 
full payment must be received. 


3.1.12 The municipal officers shall issue only a Quit Claim Deed to convey 
title to tax-acquired property. 


3.1.13 The successful bidder shall be responsible for the removal of any and 
all occupants of purchased tax-acquired property and shall, in writing, forever 
indemnify and save harmless the municipality from any and all claims arising 
out of the sale of the tax-acquired property brought by the occupants of the 
purchased property, their heirs or assigns. 


ARTICLE 4. Construction 
4.1 Severability 

Severability is intended throughout and within the provisions of this 
Ordinance. Should any provision, including interalia any exceptions, part, 
phrase or term, or the application thereof to any person or circumstances be 
held invalid, the application of other provisions of this Ordinance shall not be 
affected thereby and the validity of this Ordinance in any and all other respects 
shall not be adversely affected. 
4.2 Supersession 

This Ordinance supersedes and replaces any and all like or comparable 
ordinances, policies, or decisions previously enacted and in force within the 
Town of Searsport, and shall remain in effect until, or unless revoked or 
superseded by action of the voters of Searsport. 
4.3 Amendments 

From time to time, circumstances may require that portions or sections 
of this Ordinance be amended, revised or deleted. Such action shall be 
proposed at town meeting to the voters of Searsport by the Board of 
Selectmen. Approval of any amendments, revisions or deletions rest 
exclusively with the voters of Searsport.

Searsport is blessed with the best ambulance service in Maine, two 
dedicated volunteer fire departments and a responsive hard-working public 
works crew. In addition, the police department and the recreation program 
deserve public recognition. 

I’m particularly proud of the town’s administrative staff. Judy Stauffer, 
who began full-time duties in October, undertook additional responsibilities to 
free up time for community development activities. Judy shows promise as a 
future office manager. Howard Ruben, in addition to performing his 
assessor’s duties, is a consistent, invaluable associate in other areas of public 
management. Susan Lessard has truly shined as a comptroller and has 
undertaken the additional title of Community Development Coordinator. On 
her own, Sue even used her financial management talents to help a fellow 
Maine town. 

In 1984 the town’s staff accomplished the following tasks: 

1. Excavation and reclamation of the old dump site in compliance with 
MDEP directives. 

2. Prepared and distributed the Selectmen’s Policy and Procedures 
Manuals. 

3. Drafted the landfill ordinance, now awaiting voter approval. 

4. The Planning Board worked diligently on a Site Plan Review 
Ordinance with an eye to this year’s town meeting. 

5. Equipment inventory. 

6. Developed a comprehensive short/long term financial investment 
program. 

7. Began administering the Community Development Block Grant 
program and established a community development division with the General 
Government department. 

8. Computerized the town’s assessing records and tax commitment 
program. ;

. Issuance of auto/pickup truck license plates at the town office. 

. Municipal Septage collection and treatment. 

. Solutions to solid waste handling problems.

Review of administration procedures and preparation of pertinent 
ordinance.

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Assessor’s Report 


The year 1984 has a special significance to me. It is my tenth anniversary 
as Searsport’s first single assessor. Prior to my appointment to that position I 
served as an elected assessor for three and one-half years. 

The past ten years have witnessed a substantial growth in the industrial 
and commercial sectors and made possible the many new and improved 
facilities that we all enjoy. The list includes: a vastly improved and expanded 
public landing and parking area, new two bay North Searsport Fire Station, 
replacement of the old fire alarm system with a new radio paging system, new 
fire truck and pumper and a 4-wheel drive pick up equipped with emergency 
fire fighting equipment, three man police department with patrol car and 
excellent radio equipment, modernized ambulance service with a new 
ambulance, modern equipment and highly trained and dedicated personnel, 
seven day a week sanitary landfill with a full time attendant and bulldozer, full 
time recreation director, two tennis courts with lights for night time use, 
750,000 gallon reinforced concrete enclosed water reservoir, extended water 
main from Yarn Shop to Kobs’ on West Main Street, Irving Oil Company’s 
multi-million dollar fuel oil terminal, Delta Chemical Company’s acid and 
sulphur unloading facility and other improvements, C.H. Sprague’s rebuilt 
conveyor system for renewed coal shipments, Bay Engineering’s attractive 
building complex on East Main Street, new Merrill Trust Bank building, new 
Heritage Bank building, Kinney’s Shady Rest Mobile Home Park, Robert 
Kenney’s Pine Grove Apartment complex, Penobscot Marine Museum’s new 
library, 79+ new homes, 14 new seasonal homes, and 76 mobile homes plus 
mobile home parks.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Searsport conform to generally 
accepted governmental accounting policies except for the omission of a general 
fixed asset fund. 

Significant policies follow: 
Basis of Accounting: 

The General Fund is maintained and reported on the modifed accrual basis. 

Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are recorded when 
received in cash except when they are both measurable and available and, therefore, 


are resources which may be appropriated. Expenditures are recorded when goods or 
services are received and actual liabilities are incurred. 


Budgetary Accounting 


General Governmental revenues and expenditures are accounted for in the 
General Fund and are controlled by a budgetary accounting system in accordance 
with legal requirements. 


Fiduciary Activities: 


Fiduciary activities of the Town are accounted for in the Trust Funds. 


Revenue Recognition of Property Taxes 


Generally accepted accounting principles now require that property taxes 
uncollected at the close of the year be classified as deferred revenue to the 
extent that collection is not expected within sixty days thereafter. Accordingly, 
$60,000 of 1984 taxes has been so classified and the general fund equity reduced 
by this amount. 


Deferred Appropriation 


The Town expended $38,300 on its Landfill Project in 1984 under authorization 
which provided for the funds to be borrowed. 


The audited financial statements of the Town and our certification and 
opinion are presented to the preceding section. The financia] information 
presented herein and in the following comments are derived from the accounting 
records tested by us as part of the auditing procedures followed in our 


examination of the preceding financial statements. 


General Fund 

Cash balances at December 31, 1984, and changes during the year are in 
accordance with the Treasurer's report. Taxes Receivable and Tax Liens 
outstanding were supported by appropriate detail. Direct mail confirmation 
requests revealed no exceptions to Town records. Uncollected 1984 taxes 
amounted to 7.6% of the commitment compared with 8.8% reported at the close 


of 1983. 
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Fund Equity, which represented the excess of General Fund assets over 
liabilities increased by $87,246 during 1984, before the adjustment described 
in Note 2. The increases were in the unexpended balances closed out $21,818; 
unappropriated receipts, $57,187; and net overlay of $41,141. Reductions were 


for appropriations of $32,900. 


Federal Revenue Sharing Fund 
Entitlement funds received for 1984 totaled $74,771. Interest of $5,174.85 


was realized on temporary investment of these funds and $82,520.00 was appropriated, 


leaving $5,174.89 unappropriated at December 31, 1984. 


Valuation, Assessment and Appropriation 
Valuation of $43,600,190 was assessed at $23.50 per $1,000 to produce a 


commitment of $1,024,604. The 1983 valuation of $43,102,640 produced $1,034,459 


on a tax rate of $24. Comparison of 1984 and 1983 appropriation follows:

Town Clerk’s Report — 1984 


The Town Clerk’s office in Searsport serves a variety of functions. We 
license cars, dogs, boats, and sport as well as record the vital statistics for the 
community. During 1984, this office recorded the following statistics: 

16 Births, 24 Deaths, 622 Hunting/Fishing Licenses, 32 Marriages, 334 
Dogs Licensed, 1,429 Car Re-registrations. 

The drop in hunting/fishing license sales between 1983 and 1984 can be 
attributed to two factors, one being the increase in license costs and the other 
the ‘‘bucks only’’ rule in 1984. With another raise in effect for 1985, I expect 
fewer licenses to be sold during 1985. 

Elections and Registration of Voters are other responsibilities of the Clerk 
in this community. The Presidential Election in November 1984 saw the largest 
voter turnout in Searsport history, with 1,164 people casting ballots. With 
1,552 registered voters, we recorded a 75% voter turnout. Municipal elections 
are being held on March 5S, 1985 and I encourage all eligible persons to vote. 

In theory, the Town Meeting form of government, which we operate 
under, is the truest form of democracy. However, in order for the process to 
work efficiently and be truly representative, you, the people, must get 
involved. Your vote counts and your voice at the annual Town Meeting is 
important. For the elected and appointed officials of this community to do 
their jobs well, they need input from you. By not attending Town Meeting 
and/or not voting, you do your community and therefore yourself a 
disservice. Your vote is power, and it is up to you to use that power to guide 
the growth and government of Searsport in a positive direction. 

I wish to extend my thanks to my Deputy Clerk, Judith Stauffer, for her 
continued assistance, as well as to the Town Manager and Board of Selectmen 
for their support. And to you, the citizens of Searsport — a hug. Working for 
the Town of Searsport is and has been an ongoing challenge. Searsport is a 
community with a future, and I am proud to bea part of it.

1984 was once again a year of change in the Searsport Police Department. 
Officer Norman Stimpson resigned to accept a position with the Lincoln 
County Sheriff’s Department, and our department operated with a two man 
force for the last two months of the year. Officer Thomas D. Stewart, 
formerly of the Ashland Police Department, has been hired to fill the vacancy 
and will begin his duties on February 1, 1985. 

During 1984, the Police Department, in conjunction with Waldo County 
Sheriff and the Belfast Police Department, was involved in serious criminal 
investigations including child abuse, sexual molestation, burglaries, thefts, 
and assault cases. The majority of burglary and theft cases have been solved, 
and the perpetrators arrested and convicted. Hopefully, with the guilty parties 
incarcerated, the rate of such crimes will drop in 1985. 

The new cruiser purchased in 1984 is a gem. It is low on gas consumption, 
and the maintenance costs are minimal. A new glass and steel ‘‘cage’’ was 
installed in the car to protect the driver. Other new additions during the year to 
our emergency equipment were a few fire extinguishers and 200 feet of rope 
with snaps and links. 

During 1985 we hope to acquire two new portable radios with scanners. 
Our present radios monitor only one channel at a time and this causes prob- 
lems at night when we are required to monitor both the Waldo Sheriff and 
Searsport Emergency frequencies. Our old radios would be given to the Town 
Manager and the Highway crew for use in their departments. 

I wish to thank the citizens of Searsport, the Board of Selectmen, and the 
Town Manager for their continued whole-hearted support of the Searsport 
Police Department.

Ambulance Service 


The Ambulance Service treated 192 patients in 1984. This was a 71% 
increase over the previous year. 

The service is now licensed as an Advanced Ambulance Service. In order 
to provide essential, critical care, we must now advance to the next level of 
licensing. This involves utilizing the defibrillator/intravenous method of 
emergency care. 

The defibrillator is used as a monitor for people having a heart attack and 
also used to stimulate the heart which has arrested. The intravenous, at this 
level, does not include the use of drugs. It is only normal saline (salt solution) 
and D,W (sugar solution). 

Prompt intravenous lines in the pre-hospital setting are many times 
critical in the prevention and treatment of shock and used for trauma and 
cardiac cases. It also provides a quick access for the administration of drugs in 
the emergency room. 

It is encouraging to have North Searsport residents who are licensed 
members of the Service now responding to calls in their area. These members 
respond from the North Searsport Fire Station where medical supplies are 
stored. This allows prompt medical treatment while the ambulance is enroute. 

Our thanks to the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen, Police and Fire 
Departments for their cooperation. A special thanks to the Bayview Boarding 
Home for providing a dispatching service to the town on nights, weekends and 
holidays.

Records show an increase of only two alarms over last year (45 vs 47). 
Chimney fires show an increase with a total of 18, grass 4, motor vehicles 5, 
and structure fires 6 (one of which the home and entire contents were 
destroyed, others were smaller out-buildings or with lesser damage, one mobile 
home was considered totaled and another slightly damaged). Several other 
alarms were answered, but were of minor origin. 

Much credit is to be given to the department, and the very efficient way 
these calls are handled by both the Town Office and the Boarding Home 
dispatch system, all of which makes for quick response to both fire and 
ambulance. 

Training schools each year now are a way of life and a must in today’s fire 
fighting and several members participate, usually during summer months. 
These men deserve much credit as their weekends are usually sacrificed along 
with the hard and dirty work that is included in much of this training. 

Our equipment, some old and some fairly new, is in good condition and 
well maintained, ready to roll on minutes notice. The station itself will 
hopefully undergo the last phase of outside repair work and shouldn’t be in 
need of any major projects for some time. 

One of the department’s projects which we are endorsing this year has to 
do with the restoration of the 1874 horse-drawn pumper which is stored in the 
fire station along with the 1854 hand-pulled pumper, restored several years ago 
and displayed in parades, etc. 

These historical pieces are priceless and are of much sentimental value to 
the Town of Searsport and as such, I believe, should someday be placed fully 
restored on permanent display as a gentle reminder of the manpower and 
horsepower required in the fire fighting occupation of yesterday and today. 

Once more I must mention the all important and life saving item, namely, 
the smoke detector. Several alarms attended during the past year and every 
year were credited with the early warning detection of a fire, thus preventing 
further damage and possible loss of life — buy one or two.

One of my personal goals for the Recreation Department was to see an 
increase in both attendance and programs during the year of 1984. I am proud 
to say, thanks to the help of many individuals, that this goal was 
accomplished. The Recreation Department offered 39 regular programs 
(programs that occur on a regular basis) and 40 special events (programs that 
occur at one particular time) for 1984. Attendance for regular programs was 
1,300 (823 youth, 477 adults) which was an increase of 281 (20%) from 1983. 
Special events attendance was 1,616 (1,223 youth, 244 adults, 148 both) for an 
increase of 218 (16%). For a total program attendance of 2,916 which was an 
increase of 436 (18%) over 1983. Accordingly there were 11 new programs, 
such as Gymnastics, Aerobic Exercise, and Ice Skating Trips to UMO, 
offered.

This report is dedicated to Elizabeth Sawyer, the Library’s friend who 
died on September Ist. For many years Miss Sawyer donated many, many 
mystery books to the library. Upon her death her brother, Carl Sawyer gave 
her vast collection of books to the library. The Carver Memorial Library 
appreciates all of her gifts but will miss Elizabeth’s friendly visits. 

The Library continues to grow. Circulation was up again this year to 
10,719 books and 5,743 patron visits. There were more visits by elementary 
grade classes, coming regularly with their teachers to check out books and 
register for library cards. Our goal is to have all elementary students registered 
and familiar with the library. In these days of inflation a library card is still the 
best buy. It costs NOTHING and opens a world of education and recreation to 
those who use it. 

EVENTS AND PROJECTS during 1984 

During Library Week last April Tim Loeb, senior editor of Thorndike 
Press spoke on the business of book publishing. On July 13th Ruth Sergesson 
of the Maine Loon Project gave a talk and slide show on the endangered 
position of the Loon. 

The Children’s Summer Reading Program developed a new concept this 
year. There were activity groups headed by volunteers on local history, wood 
carving, and mask making and story hours for the pre-schoolers. Fifty 
children participated in one or more activities as well as recreational reading 
during the six week program which ended with a party with games, 
refreshments and a puppet show by the Out-of-Hand Puppet Theater of 
Belfast. 

The annual Library Fair was held on September 8th and a Book Fair on 
November 17th. 

The back door area of the Library has been repaired and the door 
replaced. The front door book drop has been repaired and some energy saving 
improvements made. 

Goals for this year include more insulation, painting the outside trim, and 
adding more shelf space. Our biggest problem is space, finding areas for more 
shelving. Some time in the near future an addition to the Library will become 
necessary. 

The Trustees thank Judy Kaiser, Librarian, her aides, Douglas Crosby and 
Norma Seekins and custodian, George Varney for their dedicated service to the 
Library. Thanks also to all friends of the Library who have contributed 
financially and with books and magazines, and to those volunteers who 
worked so hard on the summer program.

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Civil Emergency Preparedness 


This year the CEP’s primary concentration has been on the development 
of the Integrated Emergency Management System (IEMS). The IEMS consists 
of 3 developmental steps: the Hazard Analysis, the Capability Assessment, 
and the Multi-year Development plan. 

First the Hazard Analysis was done by the heads of the town’s emergency 
departments and myself. We met to consider 23 different possible hazards or 
emergencies that could occur. A mathematical equation was used to figure 
which of these hazards are realistic threats to the Town of Searsport. We came 
up with 5 hazards as being potentially life and property threatening. 

Next we met together to consider the Capability Assessment. This was a 
checklist of conditions that if met would mean we are capable of meeting any 
emergency. Most of these conditions were coordinated plans between all 
emergency departments and facilities in our town and with those of 
surrounding towns. , | 

After the state reviewed the Capability Assessment, they sent me their 
findings concerning Searsport. After checking our shortfalls, I proposed a 
multi-year development plan that when approved will help prepare us to meet 
our most serious potential hazards. 

This coming year the IEMS will be revised and more work will be done to 
prepare Searsport to meet its potential emergencies.

An Ordinance relating to the Disposal of Solid Waste within the Town 
of Searsport; Prescribing Rules and Regulations Thereof; Providing Penalties 
for Violation Thereof. 


ARTICLE I. GENERAL 


1.1 Short Title 

This Ordinance, prepared in accordance with the provisions of Title 30 
MRSA, Sections 1917, 2151, 2153, as amended, shall be known as and may be 
cited as ‘‘The Town of Searsport Solid Waste Ordinance; and shall be referred 
to herein as the ‘‘Ordinance.”’ 


1.2 Purpose 

The purpose of the Ordinance is to protect the health, safety and general 
well-being of the citizens of Searsport; enhance and maintaian the quality of 
the environment, conserve natural resources and prevent water and air 
pollution.

Provide for a comprehensive, rational and effective means of regulating 
the disposal of solid waste in the Town of Searsport. 


1.3. Definitions 


For the purposes of this Ordinance, the following definitions shall be 
observed in the construction of this Ordinance. 


1.3.1 ‘‘Board’’ shall mean the Searsport Board of Selectmen. 

1.3.2 ‘‘Disposal’’ shall mean the discharge, deposit, dumping or placing of 
any solid waste within or upon a municipally designated disposal facility 
or any other facility approved by the Board of Environmental Protection. 

1.3.3 ‘‘Hazardous Waste’’ shall mean a waste substance or material, in any 
physical state, designated as hazardous by the Board of Environmental 
Protection, but shall not include solid waste resulting from normal 


household or agricultural activities. 


1.3.4 ‘‘Municipality’’ shall mean the Town of Searsport. 
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1.3.5 


‘Solid Waste’’ shall mean useless, unwanted or discarded solid material 
with insufficient liquid content to be free flowing, including by way of 
example, and not by limitation, rubbish, garbage, scrap materials, junk, 
refuse, inert fill material and landscape refuse, but shall not include 
septage tank sludge nor agricultural wastes. 


‘*Solid Waste Disposal Facility (Disposal Facility)’’ shall mean any land 
or structure or combination of land area and structures, including 
dumps, used for storing, salvaging, reducing, incinerating or disposing 
of solid wastes. 


ARTICLE II. MUNICIPAL SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL FACILITY

Designation 


The municipality shall, in accordance with the provisions of Title 38, 
MRSA, Section 1305, provide and designate a public solid waste 
disposal facility for the purposes cited in 1.3.6 of this Ordinance. The 
dumping or depositing of any solid waste by any person or persons at 
any place other than at the municipally designated disposal facility or 
any other facility approved by the Board of Environmental Protection, 
is prohibited, provided, however, the owner of any lot, or any other 
person or persons with the permission of the lot owner, may deposit or 
dump such substances or earth, rocks, ledge, concrete or like material 
for fill purposes only.

Governing Board 


The Board of Selectmen shall establish the rules and regulations, which 
shall be consistent with the standards established by this Ordinance, 
and state and federal law, governing the availability and use of the 
disposal facility. The same shall be administered by the Town Manager 
or his designated representative. 


The operation of the disposal facility shall conform to all pertinent 
regulations or directives of all local, county, state or federal agencies 
which may have jurisdiction. 


ARTICLE IV. RULES AND REGULATIONS

waste generated within the municipality. The municipality may through 
mutual agreement authorize the availability and use of the disposal 
facility by another community but shall be restricted to residents of the 
community and the domestic and commercial solid waste generated 
therein.Such mutual agreements must be approved by the voters of the 
respective municipality and community, or, if authorized by the voters, 
by the respective boards of Selectmen. 


As a means of user control of the disposal facility, the municipality 
shall distribute vehicle permits to all authorized disposal facility users 
which shall be affixed to user vehicles. Such permits shall be prominently 
displayed and affixed in a manner prescribed by the board. 


Excluded Materials 


Certain materials cited as hazardous waste (see 1.3.3) shall not be 
accepted for disposal, storage or in any other manner handled at the 
disposal facility. All such hazardous wastes shall be disposed of in accor- 
dance with Title 38, MRSA, as amended. 


Solid Waste Separation 


Solid waste deposited at the disposal facility shall be separated into the 

following general categories and disposed of only in those sites and 

locations as designated to receive same. 

1. Allinert materials, including, but not limited to, iron, copper, lead, 
aluminum, brass, bronze, tin and composites thereof. 


2. All wood materials including, but not limited to, trees, shrubs, 
limbs, branches, leaves, construction lumber and timbers (see 
exception below) composition boards, plywood, and like substances. 
EXCEPTION: wood construction materials treated with wood 
preservatives, including but not limited to, pentachloraphenal, 
copper naphthenate, and water-borne salt preservatives shall be 
separated from other wood debris and deposited in those sites 
designated for compaction and land filling. 

3. All other waste, including but not limited to, rubbish, garbage 
refuse, preservative treated woods, plastics, and other inert sub- 
stance not addressed in (1) and (2) above. 


Property Rights 

Any solid waste deposited within the disposal facility becomes the 
property of the municipality. No one shall salvage, remove, or carry off 
any such deposited solid waste without prior approval of the municipal- 


ity, in accordance with regulations established by the municipal officers.

ARTICLE V. DISPOSAL FACILITY SITE MANAGEMENT 
5.1 OnSite Operator 


5.1.1 The Solid Waste Disposal Facility site shall be directly managed and 
operated by a municipal employee designated as the disposal facility 
operator. The operator shall be an employee of the municipality’s public 
works department and shall be directed by the public works supervisor/ 
foreman. 


5.1.2 The disposal facility operator or his/her designated alternate shall be 
present at all times when the facility is open to public use. 


5.1.3 The disposal facility operator shall ensure that the operation of the 
disposal facility conforms to pertinent Maine Department of Environ- 
mental Protection directives and regulations and those rules and regula- 
tions as adopted by the municipal board. 


5.1.4 The disposal facility operator shall report any infraction of the rules 
and regulations governing this facility to the Searsport Police Depart- 
ment. 


ARTICLE VI. VIOLATIONS 


Any person or persons who violate any provisions of this Ordinance 
shall, upon conviction in Maine District Court, be subject to a fine of not more 
than $100 for each violation, plus court costs. All fines shall innure to the 
benefit of the municipality. In addition to a fine and court costs, the 
municipality shall be entitled to recover its attorneys fees for the successful 
prosecution of any action under this Ordinance. This provision authorizing the 
municipality to recover its attorney fees shall not be construed to authorize the 
court to award attorneys fees to a defendant, should the defendant prevail in 
any action prosecuted by the municipality. 


For the purpose of this Ordinance, each time a person illegally disposes 
of material shall constitute a separate violation. 


ARTICLE VII. CONSTRUCTION 
7.1 Severability 


7.1.1 Severability is intended throughout and within the provisions of this 
Ordinance. Should any provision, including interalia any exceptions, 
part, phrases or terms, or the application thereof to any person or 
circumstances be held invalid, the application of other provisions of this 
Ordinance shall not be affected thereby and the validity of this Ordinance 
in any and all other respects shall not be adversely affected. 
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7.2  Supersession 


7.2.1 This Ordinance supersedes and replaces any and all like or comparable 
ordinances, policies, or decisions previously enacted and in force within 
the Town of Searsport, and shall remain in effect until, or unless, 
revoked or superseded by action of the voters of Searsport. 


7.3 Amendments 


7.3.1 From time to time, circumstances may require that portions or sections 
of this Ordinance be amended, revised, or deleted. Such actions shall 
be proposed at town meeting to the voters of Searsport by the Board of 
Selectmen. Approval of any amendments, revisions or deletions rests 
exclusively with the voters of Searsport.

Town Manager’s Report 


For the town of Searsport, 1986 looks like a classic good news-bad 
news year. 

On the positive side, the town will finally have a public wastewater 
system. Construction of this $5.6 million project should begin this spring, 
to be completed in 1987. The Sears Island Cargo Port Proposal should be 
back on track later in the year. MDOT reports that the Cargo Port’s Environ- 
mental Impact Study (EIS) is nearing completion and hopefully will address 
all issues this time. 

The town accomplished a number of tasks this past year. Two miles of 
road were re-paved and the matter of future solid waste problems received 
attention. Administratively the town enacted a wharf ordinance. The town 
prepared a site plan review ordinance and a budget committee ordinance 
along with fire department and ambulance mutual aid agreements, all for 
town meeting consideration. In late February, the town started issuing new 
registrations and handling auto registration transfers. The service has 
been helpful to area vehicle owners and should net $6,000—$7,000 in 
revenues this year. 

The bad news for Searsport and, for that matter, all municipalities is 
that local budgets are being negatively impacted. For a start, insurance 
costs soared 212% last year. Some towns can’t get insurance at any price. 
Secondly, federal revenue sharing, an available source of $79,000 income 
in 1985, is reduced to $45,000 in 1986. This year may be the last for the 
entire federal revenue sharing program. Other possible federal cuts affect- 
ing education, highways, welfare, etc. will have direct impacts upon future 
municipal budgets. 

In trying to address this fiscal situation, the Selectmen and the 
Budget Advisory Committee met several times to review and modify the 
1986 budget. Both groups attempted to restrain what they deemed 
unnecessary increases for the taxpayers. Given the loss of revenues, any 
increase in the overall, no matter how minor, results in disproportional 
increases on the tax bills. For instance, the Selectmen’s first budget draft 
showed a 9% increase. This increase translated into a 23% increase in 
taxes. So the cutting began. The Selectmen’s final budget means an 
approximate increase of 6%. The budget committee recommendation, 
which includes a full-time ambulance director and a fire truck tanker, 
results in roughly an 11% increase. 

Back to the town’s wastewater system plans: Sometime in late March 
or early April, the town will provide pertinent information to all potential 
system users. The town will also hold a public meeting to answer specific 
questions. It’s important that each property owner understands how his or 
her property will be impacted. Good preliminary planning will save money 
and help reduce future problems. 
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At the 1985 Town Meeting, the voters instructed the town to investi- 
gate the future use of Union Hall and report the findings. In response, the 
Selectmen appointed a citizens committee which met frequently, reviewed 
a number of options, sought help from a professional architect and 
reported to the Selectmen. The committee’s recommendations: 

1. Retain Union Hall for town use. 
2. Hire an architect to provide engineering and final plans at an esti- 
mated $30,000. 
3. Renovate and enlarge the hall for future municipal purposes at an 
estimated $200,000—$250,000. 
Faced with fiscal restraints cited above, the Selectmen and the budget 
committee rejected the $30,000 proposal for 1986. The future of this 
building once again rests with you, the voters. In the meantime, in 
response to federal handicap access restrictions, the second floor will 
remain closed to public use. 

In closing, words of tribute are due the town’s working staff. Hurricane 
Gloria brought out the best in all as the town prepared for the big blow. 
The police department patrolled and assisted throughout the evening on 
into the night. George Parker got his baptism as foreman of public works 
during the storm. He and his crew performed admirably. So also did the 
fire departments with special praise for Ted Hamilton and Wayne Leavitt. 
Once again, to no one’s surprise, the Searsport Ambulance Service was 
designated as best in the state. This despite growing staffing problems. 
Mark Chapman’s recreation program continues to flourish under his very 
Capable management. 

Special kudos to the administrative personnel. As an emerging office 
manager, Judy Stauffer assumed added in-house duties including respon- 
sibility for the auto registration program. Howard Ruben added licensed 
plumber inspection duties, which, with the upcoming wastewater project, 
may prove herculean in 1986 and 1987. As for Susan Lessard, her out- 
standing performance as controlier, federal/state grant coordinator and 
assistant town manager earned her the unqualified respect of all whom 
she meets. My appreciation to the Selectmen for their patience and per- 
severance through it all. And finally, my thanks to Gayle, who, because of 
my attendance at a myriad of evening meetings, juggles dinner schedules 
and spends many lonely hours in the company of the family feline. 

To all, sincere thanks.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Tow of Searsport conform to generally 
accepted governmental accounting policies. 


Significant policies follow: 
Basis of Accounting: 
The General Fund is maintained and reported on the modified accrual basis. 
Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are recorded when 
received in cash except when they are both measurable and available and, therefore, 


are resources which may be appropriated. Expenditures are recorded when goods or 
services are received and actual liabilities are incurred. 


Budgetary Accounting 


General Governmental revenues and expenditures are accounted for in the 
General Fund and are controlled by a budgetary accounting system in accordance with 
legal requirements. 


Fiduciary Activities: 


Fiduciary activities of the Town are accounted for in the Trust Funds. 


Revenue Recognition of Property Taxes 


Generally accepted accounting principles now require that property taxes 
uncollected at the close of the year be classified as deferred revenue to the 
extent that collection is not expected within sixty days thereafter. Accordingly, 
$72,000 of 1985 taxes has been so classified and the general fund equity reduced 
by this amount. 


Deferred Appropriation 


The Town expended $38,300 on its Landfill Project in 1984 under authorization 
which provided for the funds to be borrowed. The balance was reduced by $13,532 
in 1985. 


COMMENTS 


The audited financial statements of the Town and our certification and 
opinion are presented to the preceding section. The financial information 
presented herein and in the following comments are derived from the accounting 
records tested by us as part of the auditing procedures followed in our 


examination of the preceding financial statements. 
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General Fund 

Cash balances at December 31, 1985, and changes during the year are in 
accordance with the Treasurer's report. Taxes Receivable and Tax Liens 
outstanding were supported by appropriate detail. Direct mail confirmation 
requests revealed no exceptions to Town records. Uncollected 1985 taxes 
amounted to 8% of the commitment compared with 7.6% reported at the close 
of 1984. 

Fund Equity, which represented the excess of General Fund assets over 
liabilities increased by $71,091 during 1985, before the adjustment for 


uncollected tax revenue and the appropriation of $50,000. 


Federal Revenue Sharing Fund 
Entitlement funds received for 1985 totaled $69,090. Interest of $3,337.38 


was realized on temporary investment of these funds and $79,226.89 was appropri- 


ated, resulting in a deficit balance of $1,624.62 at December 31, 1985. 


Valuation, Assessment and Appropriation 

Valuation of $44,428,200 was assessed at $24.00 per $1,000 to produce a 
commitment of $1,066,276.80. The 1984 valuation of $43,600,190 produced 
$1,024,604 on a tax rate of $23.50. Comparison of 1985 and 1984 appropri-

Income from these transactions totalled $8,921. 

To assist in the increased workload, Angela McKeen was hired to work 
in the general office. Angela has proved to be a capable and efficient 
addition to the staff, assisting in not only ‘‘counter work’’ but posting 
ledgers, typing warrants and budget preparation. 

Judith Stauffer assumed the administrative reporting for the new 
license plate program which involved collecting, reconciling, reporting and 
returning to the state in excess of $113,000 in state fees. 

1986 promises even more activity. The Town will be handling the 
administration and accounting for the Sewage Treatment Project sched- 
uled to begin in the spring. The project involves three separate accounting 
systems. Application for a 1987 Community Development Block Grant also 
will be prepared during the 1986 fiscal year. To accomplish these tasks 
within the framework of existing personnel, we are requesting that funding 
of our part-time person, Angela, be increased to full-time. This action 
would allow me the time necessary to work on the financial aspects of 
these special projects, with no decrease in customer service. 

We are your closest link to the governmental process. We do our best 
to provide you with convenient, efficient service despite the maze of state 
and federal regulations we must follow.

Police Department 


In 1985 the Searsport Police Department lost one officer, Norman 
Stimpson; but we gained a replacement. T. Daniel (Dan) Stewart, formerly 
of the Ashland Police Department, is a native of Bangor, Maine. Officer 
Stewart is currently attending MCJA (policy academy) in Waterville. 

Officer Dakin has been continuing his police training with seminars 
and has been active in the Searsport schools with bicycle safety programs 
and driving safety programs. 

| also wish to commend both Officers Dakin and Stewart for their 
unselfish work during Hurricane Gloria. 

The number of major crimes was down again this year in Searsport. 
We maintain constant patrol and vigilance as a means of keeping incidents 
in check. We had nine (9) burglaries during this past year compared to 26 
occurrences in 1984. But, 96 motor vehicle accidents and other service 
complaints have kept this department busy. 

Our 1984 Dodge police vehicle has served us well. Our one big 
problem has been a broken torsion bar and an oil pump. This excellent 
record may be due to our preventive maintenance policy. A hearty thanks 
to our highway department for doing such a fine job in maintaining the 
town’s equipment, not to mention the money saved on mechanic fees. 

We continue to upgrade our current equipment. We purchased a new 
Motorola hand-held radio with scanner. We anticipate purchasing two 
other hand-held radios with scanners this coming year. The currently used 
radios, which have been with the department for some time, will be used 
by other town departments. 

Again, | wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town Manager, my 
fellow town employees and especially the citizens of Searsport for their 
wholehearted support of the Police Department.

Searsport Ambulance 


During the year of 1985, the Ambulance Service treated 181 patients 
and traveled 3,125 miles. 

1985 was a progressive and rewarding year. Five members of the 
service became licensed at the Intermediate IV/Defibrillator level. This 
meant that for the first time Searsport personnel are now able to start IV’s 
as a treatment for shock and also to establish lifelines for cardiac patients. 
The defibrillator is used as a heart monitor and can also deliver counter- 
shocks for patients that may require it. 

The Service was also honored with ‘“‘Outstanding Ambulance Service 
of the Year’’ for the call-paid category. This is the second time in the past 
three years that we have been given this award! The award is based mainly 
on training, level of licensure and community service and activities per- 
formed throughout the year. 

As a special service we have established a free medical equipment 
lending program. At present we have available several hospital beds, bed- 
side stands, as well as equipment for long-term illnesses at home. All of 
these articles can be borrowed free of charge by contacting the Town 
Office and expressing your need. 

We have received a great deal of cooperation from the other depart- 
ments of the town. The highway crew not only plows the amublance bay 
during every snowstorm, but they have helped us get in and out of 
patients snowy driveways as well. The Fire Department has helped us 
extricate patients from the bottom of steep hills and automobiles. The 
Police Department goes on every ambulance call, locates houses and 
helps lift patients for us. We really appreciate everyone’s help — Thank 
You. 

A special debt of gratitude to our dispatchers. The Town Office is 
especially good at getting all the information we need. The Bayview Manor 
also does a good job of dispatching. The fact that they provide this service 
to the town free of charge during the nights, weekends and holidays is 
especially appreciated. 

At the present time our service consists of eleven full-time, three 
North Searsport and two Junior Ambulance members. There has been a 
decline in membership this year. We are inviting anyone who has an 
interest in our service to contact the director or the Town Office.

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Searsport Site Plan Review Ordinance 


SECTION |. Purpose 

Development or changes in the uses of land can cause a profound impact 
upon the cost and efficiency of municipal services and upon the environ- 
ment of the town. Such development can impact schools, sewers, 
waterlines and other public utilities: recreational facilities; liquid and solid 
waste disposal; police and fire protection; open space; road systems and 
circulation; traffic congestion; placement of building(s) and structure(s); 
property values; water quality; the aesthetic and visual characteristics of 
the neighborhood and town, and the general health, safety and welfare of 
the community. It is the purpose of this Ordinance to control such impacts 
when caused by development; including commercial, retail, home occupa- 
tion, industrial, institutional building(s) and structure(s) and multi-family 
dwellings consisting of three-or-more attached dwelling units. This Ordi- 
nance shall not apply to structures used exclusively for single family 
residences. 


SECTION Il. Definitions 

A. Accessory Use of Structure — A subordinate use of a building, other 
structure or a subordinate building or structure: 

1. Whose use is customary in connection with the principal build- 
ing, other structure or use of land; and 

2. Whose use is clearly incidental to the use of the land; and 

3. Which is located on the same lot with the principal building, 
other structure, or on a lot adjacent to such lot if in the same 
ownership or part of the same establishment. 

B. Alteration — Structural changes, re-arrangement, change of loca- 
tion, or addition to a building, or structure, other than repairs and 
modifications in building equipment, involving more than 25% in- 
crease in the overall floor space or bulk of the building or structure 
at any time or in total since the effective date of this Ordinance. 

C. Building — Any structure having a roof or partial roof, supported by 
columns or walls, used for the shelter or enclosure of persons, 
animals, goods or property of any kind. 

D. Commercial — Connected with the buying or selling of goods or 
services or the provision of facilities for a fee. 

E. Dwelling Unit — A room or group of rooms designed and equipped 
exclusively for use as living quarters or residence for one family, 
including provisions for living, sleeping, cooking and eating. 

F. Home Occupation — Any occupation or profession which is acces- 
sory to a dwelling unit or residence, and 

1. Is customarily carried on wholly within a dwelling unit or wholly 

within a structure accessroy to a dwelling unit; and 
2. Is carried on exclusively by a member or members of the family 
residing in the dwelling unit, except, however, two additional

employees, not residents of the dwelling unit nor members of 
the family, shall be permitted; and 
3. Is clearly incidental and secondary to the use of the dwelling 
unit for residential purposes. 
Home occupation shall include, without limitation, such uses as 
antique and/or gift shops, art studios, beauty shops, dressmaking, 
teaching, television repair, woodworking, ceramic studios, or the 
office of a broker, physician, dentist, attorney, surveyor, engineer, 
architect, accountant or insurance agent. 
Industrial — Connected with the assembling, fabrication, finishing, 
manufacturing, distilling, packaging or processing of goods or the 
extraction of minerals. 
Institutional — A building or use devoted to some public, govern- 
mental, educational, charitable, medical or similar use. 
Multi-Family Dwelling Unit — A building or structure containing 
three (3) or more dwelling units. 
Party — Means the applicant(s), his or her authorized agent, all 
abutting property owners, and such other individuals or organiza- 
tions as the Planning Board, at its discretion, finds to have a reason- 
able and identifiable interest in the proposed project. 
Persons — Means any person, firm, association, partnership, cor- 
poration, municipal or other local government entity, quasi-muni- 
cipal entity, educational, or charitable organization or institution or 
legal entity. 
Retail — Connected with the sale of goods to the ultimate consumer 
for direct use and consumption and not for trade. 
. Structure — Anything constructed, erected, or placed, except a 
boundary wall or fence, the use of which requires location on the 
ground or attachment to something on the ground. 
Substantial Enlargement — An expansion of the land area of the 
development site by more than 25% at any one time, on in total, 
since the effective date of this Ordinance. 
Unreasonable Adverse Effect — Means any unreasonable risk to 
man, the environment, existing municipal services, natural re- 
sources, and historic areas, taking into account the economic, 
social and environmental costs and benefits with the project. 
Variance — A relaxation of the terms of this Ordinance where such 
variance would not be contrary to the public interest and where, 
owing to conditions peculiar to the property, and not the result of 
the actions of the applicant, a literal enforcement of this Ordinance 
would result in undue hardship as defined in Title 30§ 4963. A 
financial hardship shall not constitute grounds for granting a 
variance. The crucial points for a variance are undue hardship and 
unique circumstances applying to the property. A variance is not 
justified unless both elements are present.

SECTION lil. Authority and Administration 
A. Authority 

1. This Ordinance is adopted pursuant to Home Rule Powers as 
provided for in Article VIIl-A of the Maine Constitution; 30 
MRSA Section 1917 and 30 MRSA Section 2151. 

2. No building permit, plumbing permit or certificate of occupancy 
shall be issued by the municipal officers or the Code Enforce- 
ment Officer for any use or development within the scope of 
this Ordinance until a Site Plan of Development Application has 
been reviewed and acted upon by the Planning Board. 


SECTION IV. Applicability 
A. This Ordinance shall apply to all development proposals for new 
construction or alterations or substantial enlargements to commer- 
cial, home occupation, retail, industrial, institutional and multi- 
family subdivisions, buildings and their accessory uses, and struc- 
tures. This Ordinance shall not apply to structures used exclusively 
for single family residences. 


SECTION V. Site Plan Content and Application Procedures 
A. The Site Plan of Development Application for all, except home 
occupation, shall include at a minimum: 
1. A map or maps prepared at a scale of not less than one (1) inch 
to 50 feet and shall include:

. Awritten statement by the applicant that shall consist of: 

a. Evidence by the applicant of his title and interest in the 
property, or evidence that the applicant has entered into a 
binding purchase and sales agreement in the property, for 
which the application covers. 

b. A description of proposed uses of the site. 

c. Total floor area and ground coverage of each proposed 
building and structure and the percentage of lot covered 
by each building or structure. 

d. Description of existing and proposed easements, restric- 
tions and covenants placed on the property. 

e. Method of solid waste disposal. 

f. Erosion and sedimentation control plan. 

g. Where the proposed development site includes, or is within 
100 feet of the shoreline of tidal waters, a determination of 
whether this shoreline is currently eroding. If the shoreline 
is determined to be eroding, the following information shall 
be provided: An evaluation of the current rate of erosion; a 
projection of the location of the shoreline in fifty years; and 
an evaluation of the effect, if any, of the proposed project 
on shoreline stability.

b. A description of the proposed uses of the site. 

c. Total floor area involved in the proposal if included within 
the original structure or building. 

d. Total floor area and ground coverage of each additional 
proposed building and structure, and the percentage of lot 
to be covered by each additional building and structure. 

e. Description of existing and proposed easements, restric- 
tions and covenants placed on the property. 

f. Where the proposed site includes or is within 100 feet of 
the shoreline of tidal waters, a determination of whether 
this shoreline is currently eroding. If the shoreline is deter- 
mined to be eroding, the following information shall be pro- 
vided: An evaluation of the present rate of erosion; a pro- 
jection of the location of the shoreline in fifty years, and an 
evaluation of the effect, if any, of the proposed project on 
shoreline stability. 

g. Copies of letters to abutting property owners, Selectmen, 
and, if needed, Searsport Water and Sewer District, notify- 
ing them of the proposed plan. 

h. An estimate of the date when construction will start and 
when the development will be completed. 

C. Application Procedures 
1. The application shall be filed with the Planning Board for 
review, accompanied by a fee, in accordance with the fee 
schedule cited in Section VII, subsection D of this Ordinance, 
for the processing of the application. Within 30 days of the 
filing of an application, the Planning Board shall notify the 
applicant in writing either that the application is a complete 
application or, if the application is incomplete, the specific 
additional material needed to make a complete application. 

After the Planning Board has determined that a complete 

application has been filed, it shall notify the applicant, in writ- 

ing, and begin its review of the proposed development. 
2. The Planning Board may hold a public hearing within 30 days of 
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the filing of the completed application. The Planning Board 
shall publish the time, date and place of the hearing at least 
two times, the date of the first publication to be at least seven 
days prior to the hearing, in a newspaper of area-wide circula- 
tion. The abutting property owners shall be notified of the hear- 
ing by regular mail, the failure of which shall not constitute 
grounds for the invalidation of any approval issued under this 
Ordinance. 

3. Public Hearings on applications shall be handled according to 
the procedures outlined in 30 MRSA § 2411, subsections 3(A), 
(B), (C), (D) and (E). 

4. Within 30 days of the public hearing, or within 60 days of 
receiving the application, the Planning Board shall either 
approve, approve with conditions, or disapprove the applica- 
tion. The time limit for review may be extended by mutual 
agreement between the Planning Board and the applicant. 

5. Within seven days of reaching their decision, the Planning 
Board shall notify the applicant, in writing, of any action taken 
and the reason for taking such action. 


SECTION VI. Performance Standards 

A. The following standards are to be used by the Planning Board in 
judging applications for site plan review and shall serve as minimum 
requirements for approval of the site plan. The site plan shall be 
approved, unless in the judgment of the Planning Board, the appli- 
cant is not able to reasonably meet one or more of the following 
standards. In all instances the burden of proof shall be on the 
property owner and shall include the production of evidence neces- 
sary to complete the application. 

1. Preserve and Enhance the Landscape: The landscape shall be 
preserved in its natural state insofar as is practicable by mini- 
mizing tree removal, disturbance of soil, and by retaining exist- 
ing vegetation during construction. After constructon is com- 
pleted, landscaping shall be designed and planted that will 
define, soften or screen the appearance of off-street parking 
areas from public walks, public rights-of-way, and abutting 
properties and/or structures, in order to enhance the physical 
design of the building(s) or site, and to minimize the encroach- 
ment of the proposed use on neighboring lands and uses. For 
commercial and industrial Subdivisions, due consideration shall 
also be given the location of building(s), parking areas and 
other structures, within those areas of the property to be sub- 
divided, that are most suitable for such uses. Areas deemed 
unsuitable for development, or possessing important natural or 
scenic values shall be maintained in a natural condition. In this 
regard, particular consideration shall be given shoreland and 
marine resources. 
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. Relationship of Proposed Buildings to Environment: Proposed 
building(s) or structure(s) shall be related harmoniously with 
the surrounding terrain and to existing buildings within the 
vicinity which have a visual relationship to the proposed build- 
ing(s) or structure(s). Special attention shall be paid to the bulk, 
location, height, and siding of the building(s) or structure(s) 
and to such natural features as slope, soil type, drainage ways, 
and important wildlife habitats. 

. Vehicle Access: The proposed site layout shall provide for safe 
access and egress from existing or proposed public and private 
roads. The layout shall indicate the location(s), number(s), and 
any on-site control(s) of these access/egress points, as well as 
any turning lanes and traffic signs or signals when required by 
existing or projected traffic flow on the existing or proposed 
public and private roads. 

. Parking and Circulation: The layout and design of all means of 
vehicular and pedestrian circulation, including walkways, in- 
terior drives and parking areas shall provide for safe general 
interior circulation, separation of pedestrian and vehicular 
traffic, service traffic, loading areas, and arrangement and use 
of parking areas. 

. Surface Water Drainage: Adequate provision shall be made for 
surface drainage so that the removal of surface waters will not 
adversely affect neighboring properties, downstream water 
quality, soil erosion, slope stability or public storm drainage 
systems. Whenever possible, on-site absorption of run-off 
surface waters shall be utilized as a means of minimizing 
discharge from the site and to retain the natural drainage 
patterns. 

. Existing Utilities: The development shall not impose an 
unreasonable adverse effect on sewers, sanitary and storm 
drains, water lines or other public utilities. 

. Advertising Features: The size, location, design, lighting and 
materials for all exterior signs and outdoor advertising struc- 
ture(s) or features shall not detract from the design of the 
proposed building(s) and structure(s) and the surrounding 
properties. 

. Special Features of the Development: Exposed storage areas, 
exposed machinery installations, service areas, truck loading 
areas, utility buildings and similar structure(s) shall have suffi- 
cient setbacks and screening so as to provide an audio/visual 
buffer sufficient to minimize their unreasonable adverse effect 
on other land uses within the development area and surround- 
ing properties, and on recreational uses of public waters. 

. Exterior Lighting: All exterior lighting shall be designed so as to 
minimize unreasonable adverse effect upon neighboring 
properties. 
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10. Emergency Vehicle Access: Provisions shall be made for pro- 
viding and maintaining convenient and safe emergency vehicle 
access to all buildings and structures at all times. 

11. Municipal Services: The development will not have an un- 
reasonable adverse effect on the municipal services, including 
municipal road systems, fire departments, police department, 
solid waste program, sewage treatment plant, schools, open 
spaces, recreational programs and facilities, and other muni- 
cipal services and facilities. 

12. Water Pollution: Adequate provision shall be made to prevent 
an unreasonable adverse effect upon the quality of water. In 
addressing this matter, the layout plan shall indicate considera- 
tion of land elevation above sea level and its relationship to the 
flood plains, as well as the nature of soils and subsoils and their 
ability to adequately support waste disposal. The layout plan 
shall also show consideration of the general slope of the land, 
and the slope’s effect on effluents, any aquifer and aquifer re- 
charge areas; availability of streams or brooks for surface 
water runoff; the effect of project surface water runoff on 
shoreland and marine resources; and applicable federal, state 
and local laws, ordinances, codes and regulations. 

13. On Site Water Supply: The layout site plan shall indicate that 
sufficient water supply is available for the reasonably foresee- 
able needs of the development without causing an unreason- 
able adverse effect on an existing water supply. 

14. Soil Erosion: The development shall not cause unreasonable 
soil erosion nor a reduction in the capacity of the land to retain 
surface water, resulting in a dangerous or unhealthy condition. 

15. Septage Disposal: The layout plan shall provide for adequate 
septage waste disposal to conformance with pertinent state 
and federal laws. 

16. Adverse Effects: The development shall not have unreasonable 
adverse effects upon the scenic or natural beauty of the area, 
historic sites, important wildlife habitats or rare and irreplace- 
able natural areas. 

17. Financial Capacity: The applicant shall demonstrate adequate 
financial and technical capacity to meet the above standards. 


SECTION Vil. General Provisions 

A. The Planning Board may, upon reviewing the application, impose 
any conditions on the applicant that the Planning Board deems 
necessary in order to bring the application into compliance with the 
Ordinance. 

B. The Planning Board may require the filing of a Performance Bond or 
the.execution of a conditional agreement with the municipality by 
the applicant. 
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C. All construction, performed under the authorization of a building 


permit or certificate of occupancy, issued for the development 
within the scope of this Ordinance, shall be in conformance with the 
approved plan.

SECTION Vill. Violation, Enforcement and Penalties

Violation and Enforcement: The Planning Board, the Board of 
Selectmen or the appropriate municipal official, upon a finding that 
any provision of this Ordinance, or the conditions of the provisions 
of this Ordinance, is being violated, are authorized to institute legal 
proceedings to enjoin violations of this Ordinance. 

Penalties: Any person or persons who violate any provision(s) of this 
Ordinance or any permit issued under the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance, shall, upon conviction in Maine District Court, be subject to 
civil penalties in accordance with the provisions of 30, MRSA, 
§ 4966, subsection 3. 


SECTION IX. Appeals

If the Planning Board disapproves an application, or grants ap- 
proval-with-conditions that are objectionable to the applicant or any 
abutting property owners or any aggrieved party, or when it is 
claimed that the provisions of the Ordinance do not apply, or that 
the true intent and meaning of the Ordinance has been miscon- 
strued or wrongfully interpreted, the applicant, abutting property 
owner(s) or aggrieved party may appeal the decision of the Planning 
Board, in writing, to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of the Plan- 
ning Board’s decision. The Board of Appeals, if it determines that 
the Planning Board has clearly erred in the administration of the 
Ordinance, or has misinterpreted the provisions of the Ordinance 
and only if such action results in undue hardship as defined in Title 
30 § 4963, may, after holding a public hearing, sustain, reverse or

ARTICLE |. GENERAL 


Led Short Title 

This Ordinance, prepared in accordance with the provisions of Title 
30, MRSA, Section 1917, as amended, shall be known as and may be cited 
as the ‘‘Town of Searsport Budget Advisory Committee Ordinance” and 
shall be referred to herein as the ‘‘Ordinance.”’ 


Lee Purpose 

The purpose of this Ordinance is to establish the rules and regula- 
tions for the administration of the Town of Searsport Budget Advisory 
Committee, and to formally prescribe guidelines and procedures to be 
followed by the Committee in the performance of its function. 


eS Definitions 
For the purpose of this Ordinance, the following definitions shall be 

observed in the construction of this Ordinance. All single references to 

gender shall include both sexes; wherever a male gender is used, it shall 

be construed to include either male or female.

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Mutual Fire & Emergency Aid 
Agreements 


This agreement is entered into between the City of Belfast, Town of 
Searsport and the Town of Stockton Springs, all being municipal corpora- 
tions, organized and existing under and by virtue of the laws of the State 
of Maine: 


WITNESSETH: 


WHEREAS, the parties heretofore cited are geographically located in 
proximity to each other in Waldo County, Maine; and 

WHEREAS, it is deemed to the mutual advantage and benefit of the 
parties hereto that each of the other parties agree to render supplemental 
fire protection in the event of a fire or other like emergency of a magnitude 
that has developed or appears may develop beyond the control of a single 
party and therefore requires assistance from one or more of the other 
parties hereto; 

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of their mutual covenants, the 
parties heretofore cited agree as follows: 


1. In the event of any fire or local emergency requiring fire department 
response, which cannot be adequately addressed with existing facili- 
ties of one of the contracting parties, the other contracting govern- 
ments agree, upon request, to furnish aid in coping with such fire or 
local emergency to the requesting agency upon either an actual or 
stand-by basis. The extent of aid to be provided under this agreement 
shall be determined solely by the responding agency or department 
furnishing such aid, and it is understood that the aid so furnished may 
be denied or recalled at the exclusive discretion of the responding 
agency. 

2. Specific details as to the methods of requesting mutual aid, the names 
of persons authorized to send or receive such requests, together with 
lists of equipment and personnel which may be subject to call, will be 
addressed in separate correspondence between the participating 
governmental agencies and departments thereof which shall be up- 
dated, amended or modified as needed. 

3. Fire department personnel responding to a mutual aid request will 
operate under the immediate supervision of their own Supervisors and, 
fire fighting equipment provided by the responding agency, shall be 
operated by the personnel of the responding agency if sufficiently 
manned. General directions and supervision at the fire or emergency 
scene shall be provided by the appropriate officers or persons of the 
agency requesting and receiving such aid. 

4. No party to this agreement shall be required to pay any compensation 
or incur any financial liability to any other party of this agreement for 
services rendered in accordance with this agreement, the mutual 
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advantages and protections afforded by this agreement being consid- 
ered adequate compensation to all parties. 

5. This agreement is intended to address day-to-day mutual aid needs 
only and shall be superseded in instances of extreme emergency which 
or when they may be declared by the appropriate Waldo County and/or 
State of Maine emergency response agencies. 

6. It is mutually understood and acknowledged that this agreement does 
not relieve any of the parties hereto from the necessity and obligation 
of providing adequate fire protection within their own respective muni- 
Cipalities. Each party hereto agrees that it shall use reasonable dili- 
gence in maintaining and manning its respective fire fighting equip- 
ment. 

7. Itis furthur mutually understood and agreed that the provisions of this 
agreement will be invoked only when, in the opinion of the fire chief(s) 
of the party requesting aid, it is deemed necessary to request outside 
fire fighting assistance because all the fire fighting equipment or facili- 
ties at their respective command have been exhausted and outside 
assistance is required to control and suppress a fire or similar 
emergency. 

8. This agreement shall not be construed as or deemed to be an agree- 
ment for the benefit of any third or non-participating party or parties, 
and no such party shall have any right of action hereunder for any 
Cause whatsoever. Any services performed or expenditures made in 
connection with furnshing mutual aid under this agreement by either or 
any party hereto shall be deemed conclusively to be for the direct pro- 
tection and benefit of the inhabitants and property of such party. 

9. Any party of this agreement may withdraw from this mutual aid agree- 
ment at any time, upon thirty (30) days written notice to each of the 
other parties to this agreement and thereafter, such withdrawing party 
shall no longer be a.party to this agreement, the agreement, however, 
shall continue to exist between any remaining parties to the agree- 
ment.

This agreement is made and entered into by the City of Belfast, Town 
of Searsport and the Town of Stockton Springs, all being municipal cor- 
porations, organized and existing under and by virtue of the laws of the 


State of Maine. 


WITNESSETH: 


WHEREAS, the parties heretofore cited are geographically located in 
proximity to each other in Waldo County; and 

WHEREAS, it is to the mutual advantage and benefit of the parties 
hereto that each of the other parties agree to render supplemental am- 
bulance and rescue service in the event that the requesting party’s equip- 
ment and assigned personnel are either responding to a request for 
ambulance or rescue service or are located outside of that party’s general 
service area. 

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of their mutual Covenants, the 
parties heretofore cited agree as follows: 


1. In the event that a medical emergency, requiring ambulance service 
response, should occur while the requesting agency’s own am- 
bulance personnel and equipment are responding to yet another 
emergency request, the other contracting agencies agree, upon re- 
quest, to furnish such aid to the requesting agency. The extent of 
such supplementary aid shall be determined solely by the agency pro- 
viding such aid, but it is understood that the aid so furnished may be 
denied for just cause at the discretion of the providing agency. 
Justification for denial may include, but not be limited to, a request to 
provide routine patient transport service from or within the re- 
questing agency’s jurisdiction. 

2. Specific details as to the methods of requesting mutual aid, together 
with a list of personnel, equipment and degree of personnel training 
and certification, shall be addressed in separate correspondence be- 
tween the parties of this agreement and shall be updated, amended 
or modified as deemed advisable. 

3. Ambulance service personnel shall operate under the guidance and 
supervision of their respective agency supervisors at all times. 

4. Ambulance service expenses incurred by any recipient of mutual aid 
service provided by any party to this agreement, shall be directly 
billed to the said recipient’s municipality, which shall, in turn, handle 
the matter in accordance with its own standard collection procedures. 
No other compensation shall directly be sought from the receiving 
municipality, as the mutual advantages and protections afforded by 
this agreement are deemed adequate compensation to all involved 
parties. 
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5. This agreement is intended to provide routine, day-to-day mutual aid 
only and shall have no force or effect in those circumstances when 
Waldo County or the State of Maine shall declare an area-wide 
emergency. 

6. It is mutually understood and agreed that this agreement does not 
relieve any of the parties hereto from the obligation of providing ade- 
quate state licensed ambulance service within each party’s respective 
area. Each party agrees that it shall use reasonable diligence in pro- 
viding and maintaining adequate ambulance service equipment and 
shall ensure that service personnel are adequately trained and main- 
tain state-mandated personnel and service licenses. Failure to do so 
will automatically eliminate the errant party and its municipality from 
the provisions of this agreement. 

7. Itis mutually understood and agreed that the provisions of this agree- 
ment shall be invoked only when the requesting agency’s personnel 
and equipment are actively engaged in response to another ambu- 
lance call, absent from their respective community, temporarily out of 
commission, or responding to a major emergency requiring more 
than one responding unit. 

8. It is further mutually understood and agreed that the responding 
agency shall retain responsibility and liability for any damage, injuries 
or claims incidental to operation of the service at all times. 

9. This agreeement shall not be construed as or deemed to be an agree- 
ment for the benefit of any third party or parties (non-participating 
party), and no third party or parties shall have any right of action here- 
under for any cause whatsoever. Any services performed or expendi- 
tures made in connection with furnishing mutual aid under this agree- 
ment by any party hereto shall be deemed exclusively for the direct 
protection and benefit of the inhabitants of such party. 

10. Any party to this agreement may terminate its participation in the 
agreement upon thirty (30) days written notice to each of the other 
parties, however, the agreement shall continue to exist among the 
remaining parties.
